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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

2. A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

3. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 3-6, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Itoh et al. USP 5,427,600 for the reasons of record in the Office Action mailed on 
24 September 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 7, 9, and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. See the reasons of 
record in the Office Action mailed on 24 September 2003. 

Response to Amendment 

6. In view of applicant's arguments, applicant traverses the section 102 rejection 
over Itoh of the Office Action mailed on 24 September 2003. Applicant argues 
that the Office Action characterization of "somewhat circular cross-section" 
renders Itoh's teaching applicant's claimed pore roundness as inapplicable. 
Applicant points to a dictionary a definition for diameter. Itoh refers to pores 
having a diameter of less than 50 microns. It can be presumed, based on 
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applicant's argument, that Itoh's use of the word "diameter" means that Itoh is 
referring to circular pores. As such, the claimed roundness is taught. Where 
appropriate, applicant is invited to offer evidence that such inherent roundness 
does not exist. Applicant argues that Itoh does not teach high fatigue limit ratios 
as recognized by applicant. Since these ratios are not claimed, the argument is 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that Itoh does not teach subjecting pieces to 
oxidation treatment, but it would be expected that exposure to ambient conditions 
would result in surface oxidation. Applicant argues that Itoh does not teach final 
articles having residual compressive stress. The claim does not refer to final 
articles, and applicant's argument concedes that such stresses would exist at the 
intermediate stage. Hence, applicant's arguments are not persuasive, and so the 
rejections are maintained.
